LOCAL ACTIVITIES OF THE PEACE AND FREEDOM PARTY IN 1973 


POLITICS CONFERENCE 

200 people attended the Feb. 17-18 PFP 
Politics Conference at the L.A. Conven- 
tion Center. The program featured 
taiks On PFP history, a taik by Or. 
Benjamin Spock and panel discussions 

On Racism, Labor and Sexism. 


MAILING HOUSE STRIKE 
PFP activists supported workers strik- 
ing against hazardous work conditions, 
poverty wages, racism and sexism at 
Chis GA. plant in Pes.“Marecns brs 
Spock also walked their picket lines. 


FREE CLINIC SUPPORT 
In March, the Hollywood-Silverlake 
Chapter gave assistance to the Holly- 
wood-Sunset Free Clinic by helping to 
clean and paint its rooms. P&F mem- 
bers also helped to raise money for 
the Clinic by selling old furniture 
and rummage. 


P&F activists in the San Fernando 
Valley helped to organize and staff a 
West Valley Free Clinic. 


PHONE RATE INCREASE PROTEST 
On March 28th, L.A. County Peace and 
Freedom Party asked the Public Utili- 
ties Commission to deny Pacific Tele- 
phone's request for a $328 million 
rate increase. PFP also asked that 
the PUC disallow the $100,000 the 
Company had improperly charged to 
"Operating Expenses" for the cost of 
purchasing and distributing to their 
employees booklets with information 
on Only the Democratic and Republican 
candidates. Since corporate expendi- 
tures on behalf of federal candidates 
violates federal law, PFP plans fur- 
ther civil and criminaliaction. 


AMNESTY 

The Hollywood-Silverlake group printed 
1,000 Amnesty bumper stickers with the 
P&F logo in April. 


ORANGE COUNTY JAILS 

The Orange County PFP group led a 
highly successful weekly picket line 
during June which finally resulted in 
improved conditions at the Santa Ana 
Jail. The action received strong ACLU 
support. 


FARM WORKERS SUPPORT 

L.A. County P&F worked with the Social- 
ist Party and the New American Movement 
in collecting food for striking United 

Farm Workers and their families. Cara- 
vans carried the food to Arvin in Kern 


County on June 9 and again in the late 
Summer. Members of the Hollywood- 
Silverlake chapter and other P&F acti- 
vists picketed Safeway markets because 
of its insistence on carrying non-UFW 
grapes and lettuce. 


PFP VICTORY ON REAPPORTIONMENT OF 
VENICE LEGISLATIVE DISTRICTS 

On June 18, L.As County. P&P urged an 
end to the gerrymandering of Venice at 
the hearing conducted by the State 
Supreme Court's Special Masters on Re- 
apportionment. PFP was the only org- 
anization protesting the division of 
Venice into four assembly districts 
before this and other legislative 
hearings. In December, the Court 
adopted a plan reuniting this low- 
income community into single districts 
at all levels. 


SPOCK'S RETURN FROM CHINA AND VIETNAM 
L.A. County PFP sponsored a talk by 
Dr. Benjamin Spock on June 28 at the 
Fitst Unitarian: Churen 26.0, A. oer. 
Spock had just returned from North 
Vietnam and the People's Republic of 
China, and gave a personal account of 
has “trip. 


MARGE BUCKLEY ON WOUNDED KNEE 

On July 13th, after six weeks in South 
Dakota as an American Indian Movement 
attorney, Marge Buckley spoke on AIM 
activists' experience with the racist 
court system. Marge was the PFP 
candidate for L.A. County District 
Attorney in 1972. 


SALES TAX INCREASE PROTESTED 

When Gov. Reagan and the Democrats 
both passed a bill increasing the 
sales tax by 20%, millions of con-. 
Sumers were helplessly victimized. 
The Hollywood-Silverlake Chapter in 
August held a public forum to build 
opposition to the tax hike. (Coinci- 
dentally, Reagan and the State 
Legislature reversed their decision.) 


VENICE CANALS SAVED 
In 1969, PFP began the fight against 
L.A. City Council's attempt to move 
the poor out of the canal section of 
Venice and turn it into a yachts- 
people's paradise. The development 
project was finally officially aban- 
doned late this year by the L.A. City 
Council. On September 23rd, P&F acti- 
vists assisted with the Fifth Annual 
Venice Canal Festival and raised money 
for the Party by the sale of food. 
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GAY COMMUNITY 
In September, the Hollywood-Silverlake 
Chapter raised $100 for the L. A. Gay 
Community Services Center. The Center 
provides low-cost legal and medical 
advice for gay people. 


U. S. SUPREME COURT HEARS PFP FILING 
FEE LAWSUIT | 

On Oct. 9th, the U.S. Supreme Court 
heard oral arguments by Marge Buckley 
a ere Ss filing fee case, Lubin v. 
Panish. We expect a favorable deci- 
Sion in this ACLU-sponsored lawsuit. 

A victory in this landmark case will 
strike down repressive California laws 
which prohibit poor and working people 
from running for political office 
unless they pay a non-refundable "fil- 
ing fee" ranging from $212 to $982. 
Plaintiff Don Lubin is a PFP member 
who wanted to run for L.A. Co. Super- 
Wresor- ian L972 but could not pay the 
$701.60 fee. 


Marge Buckley in arguing this case was 
the first woman to appear before the 
Supreme Court while wearing a pantsuit. 
Eight of the 9 justices approved of her 
attire in advance. Chief Justice 
Burger dissented and Time magazine and 
the Washington Post now report that he 
has issued a dress code prohibiting 
women from wearing pantsuits before 

the Court. 





L. A. WOMEN'S COLLECTIVE FORMED 

The L. A. Women's Collective agreed to 
publish the Statewide Women's Collec- 
tive Newsletter for a few months and 
the first issue called "The Collected 
Woman" was published in October. 


Earlier this year, the statewide PFP 
Women's Collective developed the term 
"expression of sexism" which is called 
in PFP meetings whenever sexist terms are 
weed. (for. example: girl: chick; chair- 
Man; sole use.of he, his, Aim; naming 

of only male participants where women 
have also participated, etc.). It is 
designed to create an awareness of the 
equal opportunity women should have 

and how traditional language perpetuates 
the idea that one sex has an exclusive 
role. In January, about 100 women 
attended the 2nd statewide PFP women's 
collective conference in San Francisco. 


REAGAN'S TAX INITIATIVE TRICK 

Reagan's initiative to avoid real tax 
reform prompted the Hollywood-Silverlake 
Chapter to give voters Halloween suckers 
with notes attached: "Don't be a sucker, 
vote NO on Proposition 1." 


MIDDLE EAST DISCUSSION 
DA Nov. 16th, L.A. Co. P&P and. the So- 
Cialist Party co-sponsored a speaker 
from the Committee on New Alternatives 
in the Middle East and a discussion on 
the social and political situation in 
that region. 


PFP ELECTORAL ACTIVITIES 
Life-long labor activist with the 
Machinists, Electrical Workers and 
the Painters Unions, George Dear, 

got the highest PFP vote ever in a 
special election runoff in the 38th 
A.D. (Compton, Downey, Bellflower). 
Although this was the only item on 
the ballot, nearly 1,000 people went 
to the polls to vote for us on May 29, 
even though they knew we would not win. 


72% of all PFP candidates for State 
Senate have been women over the last 
4 years, including Pat O'Connor and 
Paula Marsh in January 1973's con- 
tested 22nd S.D. special election 
(Paula Marsh won). No woman has ever 
been elected to the State Senate. 


PFP actively backed the campaign of 
Mary Siegfried for L.A. City Council 
in the San Pedro-Watts district. She 
ran a terrific campaign emphasizing 
the reasons for high food prices as 


well as other issues and got over 11% 


of the vote. PFP Candidate Casey 
Peters ‘e@ot 17,538 votes. for air. ole 
lege Board of Trustees, Office #4, 
running on student power and anti- 
tuition issues and free child care. 
Bill Taylor got over 20,000 votes for 
City Controller running on a no-pay 
for discriminating contractors issue. 


NOTES ON PFP ELSEWHERE IN CALIFORNIA 
Attempt to recall 2 PFP elected City 
Council members in Cotati failed (in 
Sonoma Co.). The real estate devel- 
oper move was defeated by votes of 
490 to 437 and 436 to 438. The con- 
servative members of the City Council 
resigned after their loss and the PFP- 
led coalition is now in full control 
of the city government and pursues 
their ecology and child-care reforms. 


San Francisco PFP has been running a 
huge food coop serving 500 families 
and a new day-care collective. They 
ran a coalition slate in the Nov. 6 
city elections with Socialist Party | 
and New American Movement. Top vote 
getter on the slate was PFP's Kayren 
Hudiburgh with 5509 votes. 


NEW PFP STATE STRUCTURE is now being 
adopted. It will decentralize respons- 
ibility for most state PFP tasks to 
local groups. 


INTRAPARTY COMMUNICATION (ALL YEAR) 
The Long Beach Club typed, printed 
and mailed to 700 people monthly the 
Statewide Newsletter at their expense. 
No small feat. 


L. A. COUNTY PFP RECYCLES NEWSPAPERS 
We have raised nearly $400 by recyc- 
ling over 15 tons of newspapers since 
our project began in May. During the 
past six months, nearly half our in- 
come has been from this source.

) SECRETARY OF STATE BROWN GETS COURT TO REVOKE _ 
TEMPORARY ORDER ALLOWING POOR CANDIDATES TO RUN FOR OFFICE 


- Secretary of State Edmund G. Brown, Jr., has temporarily succeeded in his 
latest effort to keep poor candidates off the ballot by getting a 3-judge 
court in San Francisco to revoke its 1972 temporary injunction which nag 
allowed poor candidates to run for office without payment of fees up to $982. 


Brown, the leading Democratic candidate for Governor, got the injunction © 
removed on January 23 despite the last minute efforts of the Peace and Free- 
dom Party. PFP learned on Jan. 11 of Brown's maneuver in the long dormant 
case of Chote v. Brown, but it was unable to contact Ray Chote, the poor 
candidate who had brought the case, until Jan. 21. Ray finally got one of 
our many messages and contacted us that morning (he had been in the hospital). 


Within 12 hours, PFP had secured San Francisco PFP member Bob Donovan to act 
as co-counsel with Ray (who had ably argued his own case in 1972), and they 
met together with attorney Marge Buckley, Kay McGlachlin, and Lew McCammon 
(all of whom had worked on PFP's Lubin v. Panish case still awaiting decision 
from the U.S. Supreme Court and who flew up that day from LA). Bob had just 
won an important Indian fishing rights case before the State Supreme Court. 
Kay & Lew drove to Sacramento to get additional documented evidence the next 
day (Marge had to return to LA for another trial), 


The trial on Wednesday was frustrating. The judges, more interested in din- 
ner than in getting the facts straight, gave us less than 10 minutes to pre- 
sent our case after giving Brown's witnesses nearly 2 hours. Furthermore, 
they restridced the scope of our testimony to a Single point and we were able 
to introduce none of the vital evidence we had gathered. Brown's case was 
pure BS. For example, one of Brown's witnesses said that where there were no 
filing fees, hundreds of people ran for office, crowding the ballot and con- 
fusing the voters. As an example, he showed the judges a confusing piece of 
paper showing that hundreds of candidates ran for the no-filing-fee position 
of County Central Committee--without explaining the fact that fewer peopie | 
ran than there were positions to be filled and that in many cases the office 
is not printed on the ballot at all. 


PFP is now moving on two fronts: (1) to amend the court's revocation of the 
temporary injunction in the Chote case (including direct appeal to the U.S. 
Supreme Court, if necessary), and (2)to file a new case in LA to get a new 
Temporary Restraining Order so that poor candidates for State Senate and 

Assembly can file their "declarations of intention" by the Feb. 6 deadline.

L.A. County December mailing: we have received over $613 back on it so far 
(nearly covering our costs)and received responses from nearly 100 new PFP 
people many of whom want to be deputy registrars, candidates & save papers. 


Candidates in other areas: PFP candidates have announced for 2 Assembly seats, 
1 State Senate seat, anda Congressional seat in The Sonoma Co. area. Also 
several PFP candidates so far in S.F., San Luis Obispo, and in Kern County.

PFP WINS FILING FEE LAWSUIT IN U.S. SUPREME COURT: 


In a landmark 9-0 decision, the U.S. Supreme Court overturned California's 
law requiring payment of "filing fees" of from $211 to $990 to be a can- 
didate for public office. Stating that the California scheme excludeada 
legitimate poor candidates from the ballot, the high court concluded that 
it violated Constitutional guarantees of equal protection of che Laws, anc 
returned the case to the California State Supreme Court for a final ge- 
cision "not inconsistent with this opinion." The March 26 decision is. 
a ringing declaration of the need to open the political process to parti- 
Cipation by third parties and independent candidates. Chief Justice 
Burger's opinion at one point states: | | 


"This legitimate State interest [in preventing unduly lengthy ballots!, 
however, must be achieved by a means that does not unfairly or unneces- 
sarily burden either a minority party's or an individual candidate's 
equally important interest in the continued ‘availability of pclitica? 
opportunity. The interests involved are not merely those of parties or 
individual candidates; the voters can assert their preferences only 
through candidates or parties or both and it is this broad interest 
that must be weighed in the balance. The right of a party or an indi- 
vidual candidate to a place on the ballot is entitled to protection and 
is intertwined with the rights of voters. 

'The right to vote is heavily burdened if that vote may be 

Cast only for one of two parties at a time when other par- 

ties are clamoring for a place on the ballot.' Williams v. 

Rhodes, 303 U.S. 23, 30'.(1868).— =. 
This must also mean that the right to vote is “heavily burdened"if that 
vote may be cast only for one of two candidates in a primary election 
at a time when other candidates are clamoring for a place on the ballot. 
It is to be expected that a voter hopes to find on the ballot a candi- 
date who comes near to reflecting his policy preferences on contemporary 
issues. This does not mean. that every voter .can be aSsured that a 
candidate to his liking will be on the ballot, but the process of 
qualifying candidates for a place on the ballot may not be constitution- 
ally measured solely in dollars." : 


PFP had filed lawsuits against the filing fee law in 1970 and again in 
this case (Lubin v. Panish), instituted in 1972 with ACLU backing. PFP 
attorney on the case was Marge Buckley and when she wore a pantssuit for 
the oral arguments before the U.S. Supreme Court last October, it created 
such a furor that the Chief Justice later issued a dress code outlawing 
anything but conservative dresses on women attorneys. Donald Lubin was 

a member of the PFP County Central Committee from Venice who wanted to be 
a candidate for County Board of Supervisors in 1972 and the decision in. 
his case will strike down filing fee laws in 28 states which had kept 
poor and working people off the ballot. = | | ae.

In a serious misuse of his official position for partisan political purpo-

The suit alleges that Brown's actions Violate the First (freedom to associ- 
ate for the advancement of political beliefs), Fifth (right to due’ process 
of law) and Fourteenth (equal protection of the laws) Amendments to the - 
United Stated Constitution. On May 3 the court issued a premiminary 
order compelling Brown and the LA county Registrar of Voters to accept —

Within the next week or ten days, PFP plans to go into court to strike | 
down Section 6661(a) of the Elections Code which requires that even if _ 
a PFP candidate wins the party's primary by write-in, they will not be 
listed as the party’s nominee on the Nov. ballot unless they get about 
70,000 votes (in the case of a statewide office like Treasurer or Attorney 
General--where the only PFP candidates are write-ins) --which is slightly 
impossible in that only 38,000 people will be able to vote in our primary.
